BEMABES OT FOSAKEK AND LENTZ

Fleaiantrlei on Ohio Patronage. 
"Washington, Feb. 11.—General de- 


,bate on the sundry civil appropriation 
was concluded. The speakers during 
the day touched a variety of topics, but 
as a rule the debate lacked spirit and 
interest. Mr. Dockery of Missouri, who 
is at the head of the minority of the 
appropriations committee, reinforced 
Mr. Cannon's figures as to the dp- 
fiency In the revenues. Mr. Lentz (D., 
0.) concluded the debate for the day 
with a denunciation of the president 
for commuting the sentence of Com- 
missary General Eagan. 
He declared 


that General Eagan's attack upon Gen- 
eral Miles had no parallel in military 
history. He had called General Miles 
a liar for simply telling the truth to 
which 50,000 private soldiers could tes- 
tify. 
The troops had been fed rotten 


haef, said T\Ir. Lentz, and yet C_neral 
Eagan -was to be suspended with pay 
for six years and then retired upon 
three-fourths pay because he had de- 
nounced the truth as a lie. He was to 
be rewarded 
:for attacking General 


Miles. "With his pay during his sus- 
pension and calculating the length of 
his life according to recognized mor- 
tality tables, General Ea^an would 
draw $78,000 from the treasury after 
he had been convicted by courtmartial 
of a most heinous offense against mil- 
itary discipline. 


OHIO FATBONAGE. 


Senator Foraker Disclaims the lion's 


Share of It. 


Washington, Feb. 11.—-Owing to de- 


bate, little progress was made on the 
legislative, executive and judicial ap- 
propriation bill in the senate. 


Mr. Poraker (O.) offered an amend- 


ment increasing the expense of the of- 
fice of sub-treasurer in Cincinnati by 
?1,470 per annum by the addition of a 
stenographer and some other expenses. 


Mr. Allen (Neb.)-, in making some 


inquiries about the amendment, said: 
"Of course If there are any good things 
going around I am perfectly willing 
that the Ohio men should have them. 


"And 
I am much obliged to the sen-

"That argument," suggested Mr. For- 


aker, "does not apply to this senator 
from Ohio." 


"Then," replied Mr. Cockrell, "tbe 


other senator has more patronage than 
ought to belong to any one senator." 


After some further debate the pro- 


posed increase was reduced to |720 for 
a stenographer. At 2:45 p. m. the bill 
was laid aside for the day.

During Friday afternoon I 
swung the left of McArthur's division, 
which is north of Pasig river, into 
Caloocan, driving the enemy out easily.

OHIO SOLDIERS 


Accused of Looting Wagons of Macon 


Merchant*. 


Macon, Ga,, Feb. 11.—The merchants 


and business men of Macon are highly 
indignant over the robberies commit- 
ted by the members of the Second Ohio 
regiment as they were being mustered 
out of the service. A large number of 
merchants sent wagons loaded with 
merchandise out to the camp to sell 
to the discharged soldiers. The colonel 
commanding ordered them to leave the 
camp, and upon their refusal to do so 
ordered the men to pilfer the wagons. 


A number of officers of the regiment 


signed the 
following written state- 


ment: 
, "The officers and men of the Second 
Ohio, with the exception of the colonel, 
J. A. Kuert, feel very much chagrinned 
at the outrage perpetrated upon sev- 
eral of your merchants. The colonel 
ordered them out of the grounds and 
threatened to turn the boys loose on 
their wares if they did not go. This 
was practically telling the men to go 
ahead and rob the merchants, and was 
an outrage of which a majority of the 
men are very much humilated." 


A requisition will probably be made 


on the governor of Ohio for the re- 
turn of Colonel Kuert to this state.for 
prosecution for aiding and abetting 
robbers. 


Colonel Keurt, commanding the Sec- 


ond Ohio, was waited upon before he 
left by one of the merchants. He said 
he was not responsible for the conduct 
of the men as they were no longer 
under his command and he had noth- 
ing to do with them. 


The Macon merchants, some weeks 


ago, made complaint to Washington 
that the negro regiments be not mus- 
tered out here, but be sent away. The 
merchants also asked that the negroes 
be kept out of the city. 


The other regiments mustered out 


have left the town without spending 
any money and the merchants recently 
adopted the plan of taking their wares 
out to the camp.

Cheap Living-. 


Government experts say that a man 


can be well fed for 85 cents a day. 
This, however, means feeding men in 
mass. There is a man in Philadelphia, 
however, who laughs at this lavish ex- 
penditure, inasmuch as his bill of fare 
for the entire week only costs that 
amount Twenty years ago he made up 
his mind that Americans ate too much. 
His staple meal is in the middle of the 
day, and it always consists of soup — 
good, rich soup — and a baked potato. 
Some days instead of the baked patato 
he has what southerners call cowpeas, 
which are extremely cheap and whole- 
some, They cost 6 cents a pound and 
swell very much in cooking. He cooks 
them with a bit of salt pork. Rice is 
also one of his staple foods and occa- 
sionally a little milk. He buys two 
loaves of stale bread a week, which cost 
2% cents a loaf. These are always 
toasted. 


Cabbage ie another article of diet, 


cheap and of great value. He has an 
arrangement with his grocer by which 
be buys the scraps of cheese left over 
from the large cuttings at 2 cents for a 
day's scraps. He is in sound health and 
has not had indigestion for 20 yeara. —

He had all his plans per- 


fected and in twenty-four hours more 
would have delivered every man in

jail. The "snap" was given 


away to the jail officials by a man 
who was in ori a paternity 
charge. 


Cavanaugh said he would kill this 
man if he ever met him outside the 
jail. The jail officials took much 
credit to themselves for "discover- 
ng" the attempt, but they would 
never have "caught on" until the 
birds had flown, had it not been for 
the fellow who "peached." 


This man Caavnaugh had a brother 


who was also a burglar. He beaded 
a gang that robbed the Seebcrger 
store, on West Second street, several 
years ago. Subscquenlty the gang 
was oaught at Ironton trying to com- 
mit a robbery and sent to the peni- 
tentiary. 


A curious tiling about Cavanaugh's 


career is that,all his bad luck comes 
to him on Saturday. He was never 
arrested except on Saturday, and 
never was chased by officers except on 
Saturday.
